SUPERINTENDING SCH)OL COMMITTEE, 


For the year ending March, di 
SS 

Your Committee, in submitting his annual report of your 
public Schools, would say, that during the past year some 
of them have been highly satisfactory to all concerned, 
while others have fallen considerably short of this. The 
teachers for the most part have been faithful. Whenever 
instances of failure have occurred it has been from want 
of capacity to govern rather than any lack of educational 
qualifications. To govern a school properly—to acquire 
the love, respect, and good will of the scholars, to impart 
instruction intelligently, and at the same time to maintain — 
strict discipline without resorting to harsh measures—is 
something that requires rare ability. Whenever such 
teacher can be found—and there are some—their services 
are cheap at any reasonable price. Mere book knowledge 
_ is but asmall part of the material needed to make a success- 
ful teacher. In addition there are needed firmness, patience, 
good judgment, skill, and power to govern. A teacher 
without these latter qualifications will be unsuccessful, and 
should engage in some other calling. While much may be 
said concerning the fallibility of teachers, [I would not for 
a moment hesitate to denounce the ruinous tendency of 
parents to misjudge and perhaps condemn them from hear- 
say evidence. Itis alike unjust to the teacher and det- 
rimental to the School. 
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Parents should not forget that upon themselves more 
than the Committee depend the benefits of their School. It 
may sound like an old story, but nevertheless it is as true 
to-day as ever, our Schools suffer greatly for want of united 
efforts of the parents with the teacher in educating their 
children. During the past year a District has been formed 
and a new and elegant School-house has been built there- 
in. The large number of children that were in Districts 
Nos. 3 & 4and the long distance many were obliged to 
travel to attend School, rendered the formation of a 
new District and School-house absolutely necessary. 

Much praise is due the friends of education in this Dis- 
trict for the liberality they have shown and the interest 
they have taken in causing this building to be erected. It 
is well finished and furnished, and is an ornament to the 
district. While we are glad that those living in that vicin- 
ity are to have more convenient facilities, we do regret 
that there are 200 children in Districts Nos.4 & 5 that 
have not convenient facilities for Schooling, owing to the 
small and inconvenient School-rooms. 

The Text Books in some of the Schools need to be 
changed. There are some instances in our schools where 
there are books of the same kind but of different editions ; 
thus making it very difficult for the Teachers to hear the 
recitations. I trust my successor will be convinced of the 
necessity. To the management of the schools in detail I 
will briefly allude. 


DISTRICT NO. 1. 


The summer term was taught by Miss Belle Eaton of 
Seabrook. | 

This was her first attempt at School teaching. She la- 
bored hard to employ her time for the benefit of the small 
school—both in number and stature. Good discipline and 
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good improvement were manifest. Muchcredit is due the 
parents of the district for their presence at the examina’ 
tion. 


DISTRICT NO. 2. 


The summer term was taught by Miss Caroline A. Per- 
kins of Seabrook. 

No intelligence being received of the time of the exam- 
ination, the committee was not present. Register im- 
perfect. 

The Winter term was taught by Joseph A. Fogg of Sea- 
brook. Mr. F. has taught in this town several terms with 
success. His first efforts were directed to discipline, which 
called for special attention; he soon brought the School in- 
to good condition,and it continued so through the term 
the result being great improvement. 


DISTRICT NO. 3. 


The summer term was taught by Miss Addie B. Godfrey 
of Hampton. This was Miss G.’s first attempt at school 
teaching, and being quite young and possessed naturally of 
a very modest and retiring disposition, her scholars were 
ready to take advantage of her good nature. Had she 
been a Jittle more aggressive, the order of the school 
might have been improved. She labored hard, and de- 
served that success which alittle more energy would have 
insured. 

The Winter term was taught by Miss Alice W. Batchel- 
der of Hampton. 

This was Miss B.’s fourth term intown. She succeeded 
in getting the School under excellent discipline, and at the 
close of the term a marked progress was made. I have 
rarely found a better class in Geography, and the recita- 
tions in Arithmetic were given with marked promptness. 
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DISTRICT NO..4, 


This School has been under the charge of Miss Alice W. 
Batchelder of Hampton. As usual, her School was an en- 
tire success. 


DISTRICT NO. 5. 


This School for the year has been under the charge of 
Edwin Eaton of Seabrook. Considerable disatisfaction has 
been expressed by the people of the district concerning the 
management of the School, and during the winter term the 
average was but about one-half of the Summer. At the 
closing examination there were but thirty-six scholars 
present, some of whom appeared to have made improve- 
ment in their studies. The examination did not show 
such results as might be expected from a “veteran” teacher. 
At my several visits I found a lack of good discipline, 
which is highly essential to the success of a school. There 
are scholars enough in this District for two schools, and we 
hope some measures may speedily be adopted to furnish 
them another School-house. Your Committee is of opin- 
ion that two schools with female teachers would be better 
than under the present arrangment. 


DISTRICT NO. 6. 


This District has but one term of School and it is now in 
session under the instruction of the author of this report, 
which fact precludes all comment. The summary of statis- 
tics and the names of scholars who have merited a notice 
for regular and punctual attendance, will be found in the 
usual place, appended to the Report herewith submitted for 
your consideration.
